* Mr. Bowser informed the (fathering of the 

S aithful at Duncan yesterday evening that the Mc- 
tride Government began the fight on freight 
frates sixteen years ago and that, therefore, Mr. 
Oliver's activities were belated and not deserving 
of any particular credit. The implication of this 
fleelaration is not at all complimentary to the 
Rapacity for achievement shown by the McBride 
Government, of which Mr. Bowser was a mem¬ 
ber, because nothing was accomplished by it in 
regard to this question. If it started, it never fin¬ 
ished. As a matter of fact the only attention 
given by the McBride Government to freight 
bates was in relation to its ease against Ottawa 
for "Better Terms.” Transportation, charges at 
that time figured merely as one item in a long list 
of claims and was not specifically pressed. There 
Were no appearances before the Railway Com¬ 
mission; no explicit representations to the Gov- 
crnor-in-Council at Ottawa about freight rates, 
hnd there was no emphasis of this question upon 
the public mind. The Bowser Government, which 
succeeded the McBride Government, of course did j 
nothing at all in the matter. Indeed, we doubt if 
Bny of its members ever gave a single thought 
to the question. 


ENCOUBAOmO 

For the first time since it was constructed the 
North Vancouver section of the 1‘acitlc Great 
Eastern Railway has returned a profit on a 
month «-operation. Operating expense* for this 
branch of the line in July were $70!) less than the 
total revenue received. 

We shall not become unduly elated about the 
Pacific Great Eastern and its ill-starred history 
for some time to come. It will he a few years 
before we shall be able to use the profits of the 
line for building hospitals or. reducing taxation. 
At the same time thjs one instance, the knowledge 
‘that the Government regards the property more 
and more as an asset and urges the taxpayers of 
the Province so to consider it, indicates progress 
in the right direction. . 

These sort of monthly statements in respect 
of the people’s railway, whether provincial or na¬ 
tional property, make hitter reading for The 
Montreal Star—whose “Whisper of Death” al¬ 
ready is becoming a classic in melancholy and sel¬ 
fish propaganda—but to the average individual 
who has a healthy conception of citizenship and 
ita requirements they come as a welcome relief 
from the din of that fast disappearing barnl of 
unintelligent knockers. 

*Nor should it he forgotten that British Colum¬ 
bia is a young and thriving part of a young and 
thriving country. It has no ear for the “Whisper 
of Death”—especially when it comes through the 
teeth of special interest. 


IGNORING AN IMPORTANT RESOLUTION. 

Is there any reason why the City Council 
should receive and tile without comment the reso- 
lutiod from the Retail Section of the Chamber 
of Commerce which records its opposition to the 
Continuance of the weekly half holiday! 

If we remember rightly Alderman Woodward 
expressed the view that an eight-hour-day law 
Would meet the ease quite nicely and permit the 
stores to remain open for Imsiues* for the whole 
of the six working days—leaving it simple for 
the employer to make holiday arrangements with 
his staff. One would have thought that Alder¬ 
man Woodward would have been prepared to 
Open a discussion upon a resolution from such an 
important and influential section of the city a 
premier business organization. 

Surely the City t’ouneil ought to realize that 
a full business week is of more than passing im¬ 
portance to itself and to its exchequer. In fact 
Alderman Woodward confessed the city’s in¬ 
ability to give grants to sporting events. But he 
can take it for granted that the city will have to 
continue to “draw in its horns"—to use his own 
words—unless greater vision shall be displayed 
by some of those who are responsible for the con¬ 
duct of its affairs. 

There is no need to repeat the arguments in 
favor of Victoria doing all the business it can— 
the business it needs and needs urgently. We 
shall hope that the Council will take this resolu¬ 
tion from the file and discuss it at its next 
Ineeting. 

MR. LARKIN AND THE LEAGUE. 

• There will still be people in this and other 
countries who will waste time and energy in 
Calling the League of Nations an academic body 
without force or influence. Not one finger will 
they move to help to give it the authority which 
they consider it does not possess. And if they 
were told that their membership in a League of 
Nationa Society,’ or some other body pledged to 
•npport the terms of the Covenant, is necessary 
io put “teeth” into the League they would either 
pmilo the patronizing and indulgent smile or 
change the subject as if it had absolutely no con¬ 
cern for them. 

Happily Mr. Peter Larkin has come to this 
country with a message from the League of Na- 
lions. He has seen its work at close quarters ami 
in consequence knows what he is talking about. 
Ill plain and simple language he says "the 
League has done wonders.” Our High Commis¬ 
sioner in the Empire’s metropolis would be able 
Jo serve no good purpose by misrepresenting any 
subject upon which he has the authority to 
apeak.

Men will turn again with renewed 
Interest to the animal world, in 
these disordered days a stupid, un¬ 
controllable massacre of animal 
species goes on—from certain angles 
of vision It Is a thing almost more 
tragic than human miseries; In the 
nineteenth century dosens of animal 
species, and some of them very In¬ 
teresting species, were exterminated; 
hut one of the first fruits of an ef¬ 
fective world state would be the bet¬ 
tor protection of what are now wild 


Thera will still be mountains and! 
the sea, there will be jungles and 
great forests, cared for Indeed and 
treasured and protected; the great 
plains will still spread before us and 
the wild winds blow. But men will 
not hate so much, fear so much, nor 
cheat so desperately—and they will | 
keep thslr minds and bodies cleaner.! 

Chance for Conflict. 

There are unhopeful prophets who 
see in the gathering together of men 
into one community the possibility of 
violent race conflicts, conflicts for 
''ascendency." but that is to suppose 
that civilization is incapable of ad¬ 
justments by which men of different 
qualities and temperaments and ap¬ 
pearances will live side by side, fol¬ 
lowing different roles and contri¬ 
buting diverse gifts. 

The weaving of mankind Into one 
community does not imply the crea¬ 
tion of a homogeneous community, 
but rather the reverse; the welcome 
and the adequate utilisation of dis¬ 
tinctive quality in an atmosphere of 
understanding. 

It is the almost universal bad man¬ 
ners of the present age which makes 
race Intolerable to race. The com¬ 
munity to which we may be moving 
will be more mixed—which does not 
necessarily mean more interbred— 
more various and more interesting 
than any existing community. Com¬ 
munities all to on# pattern, like boxes 
of toy soldiers, are things of the past 
rather than the future. 

But one of the hardest, most Im¬ 
possible tasks a writer can set him¬ 
self. is to picture the life of people 
better educated, happier in their cir¬ 
cumstances, more free and more 
healthy than he Is himself. 

We know enough to-day to know 
that there Is inflnjte room for better¬ 
ment In every human concern. Noth¬ 
ing Is needed but collective effort. 

Our poverty, ouf restraints, our in¬ 
fections and indigestions, our quar¬ 
rels and misunderstandings, ara all 
things controllable and removabls by 
concerted human action, but we know 
as Tfttla how Ufe would feel without 
them as some poor dirty ill-treated, 
fierce-sou led creature born and bred 
amidst the cruel and dingy surround¬ 
ing of n Kuropean hack street can 
know what it is to bathe every day. 
always to be clad beautifully, to 
climb mountains for pleasure, to fly, 
to meet none but agreeable, well- 
mannered 


aspects,—Paris, the home of beauty 
and fashion before the war; torn 
with anguish and horror during its 
earlier stages; grim, steadfast and 
sombre In the days of Verdun; wild¬ 
ly, madly and exultant when wreathed 
and decorated with victory. There 
wore so rouny things to talk about 
for two people of agile brains come 
together late in life.
